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REPORT  OF  THE  CHAIRMAN  OF  THE  PUBLIC  Lll^HARY 
BOARD  FOR  THE  YEAR  1906. 


Gentlemen  : 

The  ]iast  year  has  been  an  important  one  in  the  annals  of 
the  Library.  After  long  delays  the  building  for  the  Reference 
Library  has  at  length  been  commenced,  and  the  first  of  the  new 
buildings  for  the  Branch  Libraries  almost  completed. 

As  will  be  seen  by  the  statistical  tables,  slight  increases 
in  the  number  of  books  taken  out  for  home  reading,  are  reported 
from  the  Central  Library,  and  the  Western,  Northern  and  East- 
tern  Branches,  and  small  decreases  from  College  Street  and 
Dundas  Street  Branches,  leaving  the  actual  increase  over  the 
whole  library  at  5,075  volumes.  It  is  gratifying  to  see  the  in- 
creased use  of  the  Reference  Library  to  which  the  experiment  of 
keeping  open  in  the  evening  has  contributed.  Statistics  are  not 
preserved  of  the  use  of  books  on  the  open  shelves,  but  of  other 
books  of  reference  taken  out  for  consultation  there  is  an  increase 
of  6,199  or  about  sixteen  per  cent. 

On  May  Uth,  the  Judges  appointed  to  adjudicate  upon  the 
competitive  plans  submitted  for  the  new  Reference  Lilsrary, 
reported  that  they  had  assigned  the  first  place  to  Messrs.  Wick- 
son,  Gregg  &  A.  H.  Chapman,  whose  plan  was  in  every  way 
satisfactory,  and  at  a  special  meeting  held  May  17th,  the  Board 
duly  confirmed  that  decision.  The  architects  were  instructed 
to  prepare  working  plans  and  specifications  which  were  approved 
on  September  14th,  and  tenders  for  the  work  based  upon  them 
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were  ordered  to  be  obtained.     At  the  meeting  of  October  16th,

I  had  the  honour  of  laying  the  Corner  Stone  of  the  new 
building  on  November  27th.  in  the  presence  of  a  distinguished 
gathering  presided  over  by  His  Honour  the  Lieutenant-Governor, 
and  after  the  ceremony  I  am  reported  to  have  addressed  those 
assembled  as  follows: — 

"  May  it  please  your  Honour,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen." — 

"At  this  time  of  day.  in  the  twentieth  century,  it  is  probably 
unnecessary^  and  useless  to  advance  any  argument  in  favor  of 
the  advantages  and  necessity  of  free  public  libraries.  The  State 
has  long  recognized  the  duty  to  provide  free  primary  or  elemen- 
tary education  for  the  young,  and  has  also  recognized  and  made 
ample  and  munificent  provision  for  higher  education,  as  witness 
those  noble  edifices  in  our  immediate  vicinity.  The  community 
ought  also  to  recognize  the  necessity  of  providing  education 
for  those  who  are  no  longer  young,  in  that  study  outside  of  hours 
of  labour  or  business  which  can  be  carried  on.  not  through  a  teach- 
ing staff,  but  at  their  homes  or  within  the  walls  of  a  Reference 
Library.     Cognate,   therefore,   closely  allied  and  no  less   pressing 
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than  those  of  the  schools  are  the  claims  of  institutions  such  as 
ours  on  the  community.  This  has  been  in  fact  well  styled  the 
"People's  university,"  and  this  is  not  merely  with  the  utilitarian 
object  of  enabling  a  man  or  woman  the  better  to  wage  the  battle 
of  life,  but  in  recognition  of  the  fact  that  the  cultivation  of  the 
mind  by  reading  is  an  important  factor  in  the  pursuit  of  happi- 
ness. 

"No!  'tis  not  worldly  gain,  although  by  chance 
The  sons  of  learning  may  to  wealth  advance; 
Nor  station  high;    though  in  some  favouring  hour 
The  sons  of  learning  may  arrive  at  power; 
Nor  is  it  glory — thotigh  the  public  voice 
Of  honest  fame  will  make  the  heart  rejoice; 
But  'tis  the  mind's  own  feelings  give  the  joy, 
Pleasures  she  gathers  in  her  own  employ — 
Pleasures  that  gain  or  praise  cannot  bestow. 
Yet  can  dilate  and  raise  them  when  they  flow." 

One  of  the  great  arguments  advanced  against  the  free  library 
system  is  founded  on  the  fact  that  so  large  a  percentage  of  the 
books  read  are  works  of  fiction.  Granting  that  as  in  our  case 
perhaps  about  47  per  cent,  of  the  books  read  are  novels,  our  able 
chief  librarian,  by  tactful  and  courageous  selection  endeavors 
to  see  to  it  that  only  the  best  class  of  fiction  is  placed  on  our 
shelves,  and  he  is  proud  to  point  to  the  fact  that  day  by  day 
and  year  by  year  there  is  a  strong  gain  and  increase  in  the  per- 
centage of  reading  of  solid  works  as  against  books  of  fiction. 
I  am  quite  free  to  confess  that  there  is  an  indulgence  in  the  reading 
of  trashy  novels  which  is  destructive  to  the  mind  and  soul,  but 
what  shall  we  say  of  the  great  masterpieces  of  Scott,  Dickens, 
Thackeray,  Austen,  Bulwer  and  others  ?  Many  of  these  are  not 
only  amusing  and  entertaining  but  highly  instructive. 

The  Public  Library  as  we  know  it  owes  its  evolution  to  the 
latter  half  of  the  nineteenth  century.  In  1850  Mr.  Ewart,  a 
private  member  of  the  English  House  of  Commons,  procured  the 
passage  of  an  Act  enabling  ratepayers  to  tax  themselves  for  the 
establishment  of  free  libraries. 

In  our  own  Province  less  than  a  c^uarter  of  a  century  has 
passed  since  the  Royal  assent  was  given  to  the  Statute  passed 
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bv  the  Legislature  of  Ontario  know  as  "The  Free  Libraries  Act." 
In  June,  1883,  the  officials  were  appointed.  The  late  Mr.  Alder- 
man Hallam  who  had  taken  a  most  prominent  part  in  the  pro- 
motion of  the  scheme  was  the  first  chairman,  and  he,  accompanied 
by  the  chief  librarian,  who  I  am  glad  to  sa}'  has  ever  since  re- 
mained a  most  efficient  officer  in  our  ser\ace, — went  to  England 
to  complete  the  purchase  of  books.  On  March  6th,  1884,  the 
Library  was  formally  opened  with  all  the  ceremonial  appropriate 
to  the  occasion,  and  on  April  2nd  books  were  issued  for  the  first 
time.  During  the  year  1883  the  daily  average  issue  of  books 
was  783;  in  1885  it  was  933;  while  in  1905  it  reached  478,614, 
an  average  of  1,570  per  day. 

At  the  close  of  the  first  year,  1883,  the  number  of  books  on 
the  shelves  of  the  Circulation  Library  was  13,560,  and  in  1905 
the  number  had  risen  to  54,555,  wliile  the  Reference  Library 
during  the  same  period  had  increased  from  8,034  to  67,778. 

The  total  number  of  ticket  holders  entitled  to  take  books 
home  amounts  to  59,618. 

Five  branches  have  been  established  in  the  remoter  districts 
of  the  city,  of  which  the  Northern  contains,  6,426  volumes,  the 
Western  5,818,  the  Eastern  1,577.  Dundas  street  2,061,  and 
College  Street  2,017. 

The  combined  issue  of  books  from  the  Central  and  branch 
libraries  amounted  in  1905  to  478,614. 

In  connection  both  with  the  Central  Library  and  the  various 
branches,  reading  rooms  have  been  established  which  daily  draw 
large  numbers  and  have  done  much  to  popularize  the  institution. 
The  rooms  are  large  and  well-lighted,  are  supplied  with  all  the 
leading  periodicals  and  are  open  from  8.30  a.m.  to  9.30  p.m., 
during  the  winter,  and  9  p.m.  in  the  summer. 

English,  American,  French,  German  and  Canadian  periodicals 
are  on  fyle. 

From  the  outset  the  Board  has  regarded  the  growth  of  the 
Reference  Library  as  the  most  valuable  portion  of  the  institution 
under  their  direction,  and  we  feel  a  reasonable  pride  in  the  valu- 
able collection  of  books  which  has  been  gathered  together.  In 
the  department  of  Canadian  History  and  Exploration  it  is  un- 
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oquallod  in  llu>  l)oinini()ii,  while  in  arts,  nianufactures,  patents, 
history  and  sienealo.iiy  and  many  other  subjects  it  oceu]^ies  a 
his];h  ]iosition. 

In  lOOo  there  was  a  erisis  in  the  affairs  of  the  hbrary  owing 
to  the  central  l)uilding  having  l)ecome  inadc([uate  to  our  needs 
and  requirements  and  being  in  every  way  an  unsafe  and  unsuit- 
able receptacle  for  our  valuable  collection,  and  the  generous  offer 
was  then  received  from  Mr.  Andrew  Carnegie  of  $350,000  for  a 
new  Central  Library  building  and  three  branches. 

By  the  figures  which  I  have  given  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
progress  of  the  library  has  been  commensurate  with  the  progress 
of  the  city,  of  the  province,  and  of  the  Dominion.  Accompany- 
ing our  great  material  prosperity  is  the  growing  tendency  to 
cultivate  Uterature  and  art  in  all  its  branches. 

I  do  not  claim  absolute  perfection  for  our  climate,  for  our 
people,  or  our  institutions,  but  I  must  say  that  I  am  proud  of 
being  a  citizen  of  the  chief  city  of  the  premier  province  of  the 
greatest  over-sea  possession  of  our  Imperial  Master,  King  Edward 
VII.  The  weather  to-day  while  entirely  natural  and  seasonable, 
compels  one  to  think  of  the  beautiful  lines  of  the  late  i^oet  laur- 
eate: 

''You  ask  me  why,  though  ill  at  ease. 

Within  this  region  I  subsist, 

Whose  spirits  falter  in  the  mist. 
And  languish  for  the  purple  seas? 

It  is  the  land  that  freemen  till 

That  sober-suited  Freedom  chose, 

The  land  where,  girt  with  friends  or  foes, 

A  man  may  speak  the  thing  he  will: 

A  land  of  settled  government, 

A  land  of  just  and  old  renown, 

W^here  Freedom  broadens  slowly  down 

From   precedent   to   jDrecedent: 

Where  faction  seldom  gathers  head, 

But  by  degrees  to  fulness  wrought. 
The  strength  of  some  diffusive  thought 

Hath  time  and  space  to  work  and  spread. 
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Should   banded   unions   persecute 

Opinion  and  induce  a  time 

When  single  thought  is  civil  crime, 
And  individual  freedom  mute; 

Though  Power  should  make  from  land  to  land 

The  name   of  Britain  trebly  great — 

Though  ever}^  channel  of  the  State 
Should  fill  and  choke  with  golden  sand — 

Yet  waft   me  from   the   harbour-mouth, 

^Yild  ^\-ind!     I  seek  a  warmer  sky. 

And  I  -will  see  before  I  die 
The  palms  and  temples  of  the  south." 

Mav  the  structure  which  will  be  erected  on  the  stone  which 
I  have  to-day  declared  to  be  well  and  truly  laid  be  a  source  of 
material  improvement,  of  innocent  pleasure  and  of  inspiration 
to  unnumbered  generations  of  our  fellow  citizens! 

"  But  this  lies  all  ^^•ithin  the  ^^•ill  of  God.  to  whom  I  do  appeal."'

The  contractors  have  since  been  engaged  in  laying  the  foun- 
dation and  there  seems  a  reasonable  prospect  of  the  building 
being  roofed  in  before  the  termination  of  the  present  year. 

Under  the  instructions  of  the  Board  of  Control,  the  City 
Architect  prepared  plans  for  the  Northern  Branch  on  Yorkville 
Avenue  which  were  submitted  to  the  Board  and  approved  at  the 
meeting  held  on  April  17th.  Tenders  amounting  to  S25.693 
were  accepted  on  June  15th.  Work  was  commenced  almost 
immediately  after,  and  the  building  is  now  approaching  com- 
pletion. 

The  accounts  of  the  Library  have  been  audited  by  the  proper 
officers  and  the  usual  statements  of  receipts  and  expenditures 
and  of  assets  and  liabilities  are  appended.
